FROM GERMANY. 

CHURCH AND STATE IN GERMANY.—THE GREAT 
CONVENTION OF PRINTERS.—SCHOOLS FOR 
PRINTERS AND BOOKSELLERS. — SCHULZ’S 
BOOK-TRADE DIRECTORY. 

Leipsic, March 27. —There was a time when 
Germans were content to “ let good enough alone,” 
in their own fatherland at least. This was when 
Germany was merely a common denominator for 
every variety of states and fractions of states. But 
now Germany is a united empire, “ and the eyes 
of the world are upon it.” A spirit of improve¬ 
ment and change is visible everywhere, and there 
is scarcely an art, a trade, or an association that is 
not submitted to its searching investigation. 

THE CONFLICT BETWEEN CHURCH AND STATE 
continues almost unabated. Since the reorganiza¬ 
tion of the army, nearly ten years ago, no question 
has taken such hold of all classes of society. In 
the removal from office of Ilerr v. Miihler, minis¬ 
ter of public education and worship, the people 
hailed with pleasure the banishment of the system 
that for ten years has most seriously interfered with 
the freedom and progress of German schools. 
His successor is Dr. Falk, hardly known to the 
people at large, but who has begun his regime 
with some innovations and appointments that are 
steadily winning the confidence of the public. The 
chief cause of dissatisfaction for many years has 
been the usurpation of power and control in the 
management of the schools. It has been an un¬ 
derstood thing that the clergyman of every parish 
was one of the board of trustees of the school of 
that parish, without any qualification or ceremony 
of election being required. This is now changed, 
and if the clergyman be not specially appointed to 
the office, he is entitled to no voice in the questions 
of school government. The people do not seem to 
trust to the judgment of the state with blind confi¬ 
dence, but look upon its rule as the lesser evil, and 
thus far seem willing to abide by its decisions. 
The right of choice has now been given to students 
of high schools and colleges in matters of religious 
instruction. Hitherto all have been fed on the 
same nourishment, regardless of individuality or 
any other influences. 

GREAT CONVENTION OF PRINTERS AND TYPE¬ 
FOUNDERS. 

The master printers and type-founders held a 
great convention in Eisenach on the 10th of the 
month, by invitation of the Stuttgard Society of 
Master Printers. The causes that led to the call¬ 
ing of the convention were varied, but the chief 
one was the great strike of the Stuttgard printers, 
which has caused their employers so much loss and 
annoyance for many weeks past. The masters had 
insisted upon introducing fixed prices for certain 
kinds of work, on the plan of the Leipsic schedule, 
which, since the great strike of 1870 in the latter 
city, has been found to work most admirably. A 
movement has been on foot for some time to intro¬ 
duce such a schedule, with,necessary local modifica¬ 
tions, in all the printing establishments of Germa¬ 
ny. The Stuttgard printers have shown a tenacity 
of purpose and union of forces in their opposition 
that has almost exasperated their masters. The 
government allowed soldiers to work on state pub¬ 
lications that were already promised by contract, 


but since the 22d they have again been ordered to 
their posts. 

The convention did not meet to frame laws, bul 
to make suggestions and discuss thoroughly the 
state of feeling between employers and men, which 
is very bitter just now in all parts of Germa¬ 
ny. The resolutions adopted were sent to the 
German Printers’ Association, which has already 
called a general convention to Leipsic on the 27th 
of April, when they will endeavor to frame new 
laws and modify old ones in accordance with the 
best interests of employer and employee. This as¬ 
sociation is a union of the master printers and type¬ 
founders, which was organized some years ago for 
the purpose of counteracting by united action the 
steadily increasing power of the printers’ unions 
throughout the country. The Stuttgard employers 
made their appearance in a slightly unchristian 
spirit, which can be readily understood, and for 
which they cannot be severely blamed. The 
strike occurs at a time when business is very brisk 
and when much former loss and dulness is to be 
compensated for. 

Three hundred printing establishments were re¬ 
presented by sixty-four owners and delegates, while 
two hundred more sent their written acceptance 
and approval in advance of all that might be deci¬ 
ded and undertaken. Thus the convention expressed 
the opinions of five hundred firms. 

At a preliminary meeting on the evening of the 
9th, Mr. Ed. v. Hallberger, of Stuttgard, in a long 
speech explained the object and establishment of the 
German Printers’ Association, and defined its pre¬ 
sent position. He thought it admirably organized 
and managed for times of peace, but said it had 
some weak and vulnerable points, which had been 
shown to great disadvantage during the constantly- 
increasing troubles between masters and men. One 
of the suggestions he made was the organization of 
a general fund for the support of men who stand by 
the masters in opposition to their Unions and fel¬ 
low workmen. Pie said that many men would do 
so but that they fear to lose the support of their 
societies in case they become disabled or are de¬ 
prived of their earnings by sickness. He urged 
the importance of enforcing the Leipsic schedule 
for the present, but said that the objections of the 
men must be heard, and their wishes and wants, 
together with their employers’ interests, be consid¬ 
ered and worked up into a mutually satisfactory 
schedule. 

The general meeting began with the following 
resolution : All those present not yet members of 
the German Printers’ Association declared their in¬ 
tentions to become members ; thus all the sugges¬ 
tions made to the A ssociation may be looked upon 
as the expression of the wishes of members. The 
most important decisions were the following: If a 
difference occurs between an employer and his 
men, or between the united men and the employers 
of a whole city, the employers shall be bound to 
lay the case before a committee of the German 
Printers’ Association, and reduce it from a per¬ 
sonal matter to a question of general trade inter¬ 
est. The committee shall be required to judge in 
the shortest possible time both the difference and 
the manner of settling it, and the appealing 
members shall be required to abide by its arbitra¬ 
tion. If, in spite of these measures, a strike or un¬ 
lawful attack of the united printers should occur, 
the German Printers’ Association shall be bound 
to protect the attacked, and the participators in a 
strike shall obtain no employment in any establish¬ 
ment of the Association until the strike is ended. 

The introduction of one code of laws in all 
printing establishments was generally insisted 
upon. 
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It was almost unanimously agreed that the offi¬ 
cial organ of the association is to be supported and 
spread. There is to be a fund for the purpose, and 
every member is to receive one copy of the paper 
free, and pay a cheap subscription for each addi¬ 
tional copy. The paper is to add to its columns a 
standing list of all employers looking for men, to¬ 
gether with the rates of work in their respective 
cities. Every two or three years the paper is to 
publish a directory of all the printing establish¬ 
ments, together with statistical information and new 
inventions in the art of printing and its allied 
branches. There were other discussions of merely 
local interest. The tone of the convention was 
quiet and healthy, and all interested parties are 
now eagerly looking forward to the day that is to 
give their ideas shape and substance, and lead to 
the much needed reforms in the relations of masters 
and men. 

SCHOOLS FOR PRINTERS 

are in existence in all parts of Germany. One o^ 
the-largest and best organized is in Stuttgard. Ap¬ 
prentices and artisans attend them largely, and are 
taug-VJt the theory and practice of printing and kin 
tired arts, as well as a general knowledge of for¬ 
eign languages, and an accurate knowledge of the 
types of all languages they are likely to meet in 
their calling. German printers are very accurate, 
and for some time many English books have been 
sent to Germany to be set up, but returned to Eng¬ 
land to be bound, as Germany cannot yet compete 
with England in this important branch of trade. 

THE BOOKSELLERS’ SCHOOL. 

There has been a booksellers’ school at Leipsic 
for some time, but it does not yet meet the require¬ 
ments of the students, and after Easter there is to 
be a higher division organized. Leipsic is the 
metropolis of the book trade, and is the most fit¬ 
ting locality for an institution of this kind. The 
course of instruction in the new department will be 
divided into three glasses, and will demand three 
years’ study ; it is to embrace the literary as well as 
the practical side of the business, and thoroughly to 
fit a young man for the varied duties and interests 
of his calling. In the third class (first year) will be 
taught the German, French, English, and Latin lan¬ 
guages, German literature, the science of commerce, 
mathematics, geography, history, natural sciences, 
drawing and writing. Second class (second year) will 
take up Italian and Greek, the study of the types and 
written characters of ancient, especially of the Orien¬ 
tal languages, English, French, Italian and Spanish 
literature. Most of the studies of the first year are 
continued throughout the course. First class 
(third year) takes up old classic literature, biblio¬ 
graphy, booksellers’ technical information, busi¬ 
ness management, statistics, history of the present 
time, history of the book trade, aesthetics, elocution 
and debate. The yearly fees are to be ninety tha¬ 
lers for the third and second classes, and ioo tha¬ 
lers for the highest class. Pupils receive thirty- 
two hours’ instruction a week. This new and bril¬ 
liant enterprise begins its first term on the 15th of 
April. Pupils are admitted throughout the year. 
It has been suggested that instruction should be 
added in the theory of the art of printing. Printers 
who have had occasion to work for booksellers 
have often expressed themselves astonished by the 
great ignorance they have shown of the simplest 
details of typography,, which in many cases leads 
to serious misunderstandings, and almost always 
causes great expense and waste of time. Such 
questions as, “ What will be the price per sheet of a 
work on natural history, with illustrations ? ” with¬ 
out any mention of the type or of the size; re¬ 
marks such as, “ If you only get a part of the edi¬

tion out before October, the test can wait till New 
Year,” are single instances of the constantly dis¬ 
played ignorance of tyro publishers. It has been 
proposed to allow the students to visit the printing 
establishments of the city, but this will hardly be 
of much benefit unless they have been initiated 
into the why and wherefore of the puzzling things 
they will see. The Board has been asked to give 
due consideration to the lack in this direction. 

SCHULZ’S DIRECTORY FOR THE GERMAN BOOK 
TRADE, 1872, 

has now appeared, and is an inexhaustible treasure 
of information. It is divided into six parts. The 
first contains the names and addresses of all firms 
and persons connected with the book trade and 
associated branches ; the second specifies the 
branches of business alphabetically, and gives the 
names of all firms connected with each branch; 
the third gives an alphabetical list of all firms at 
home and abroad, represented by the commission 
business throughout Germany and Switzerland; 
the fourth gives a chronological record of the es¬ 
tablishment of all now existing firms, business 
changes, deaths, etc., etc.; the fifth contains mis¬ 
cellaneous trade information, such as an account of 
the numerous general and local associations of the 
book,music and art trades; list of German and 
foreign advertising agencies and special trade ad¬ 
vertising mediums; list of importers of foreign books, 
giving ten firms devoted to American publications ; 
auctioneers of books and works of art; publish¬ 
ing firms disposing of electrotypes of their illus¬ 
trations, etc., etc.; the sixth is devoted to a book¬ 
sellers’geography, a summing up of the principal 
cities and towns, their railroad accommodations, 
number of inhabitants, influx of strangers, etc., 
besides naming the firms and branches of trade of 
each place. There is an index to the places men¬ 
tioned and described, in which each university 
town is marked with an asterisk. It is a wonder¬ 
ful book, and in Germany sure of a sale, as it is 
almost as indispensable to the bookseller as his 
daily trade journal, the “ Borscnblatt” 

I thought these items might be interesting to the 
readers of the Trade Circular. They have 
crowded out the news and gossip I had been gath¬ 
ering for my letter, which I shall however work 
up in my next communication. H. A.

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ADVANCE BOOK-NOTES. 

** It is the Fashion,” from the German of Adel- 
heid von Auer, is the title of an odd and notewor¬ 
thy book to be issued shortly by J. B. Lippincott & 
Co. The story is very simple: A lady of means, 
residing in an independent way in a large city, be¬ 
comes intimately acquainted with a fashionable 
family, and writes a series of letters to a friend tell¬ 
ing of the follies of “ good society,” The chief 
evil depicted is the precocity which “ the fashion ” 
not only tolerates in children, but fosters, by coun¬ 
tenancing late juvenile parties, by encouraging ex¬ 
travagance in dress, by regarding as smart the 
childish imitation of older people’s manners. A 
tragic conclusion is brought about by the death of 
the head of the family in the midst of all the frivoli¬ 
ty, the rapid progress of his disease being unnoticed 
in the fashionable whirl. In style the work is 
lively, and frequently epigrammatic. 

Astrology and Geology Compared is the title of 
a volume of three essays by Lord Ormathwaite, a 
distinguished English statesman, raised to the peer¬ 
age in 1868, which D. Appleton & Co. will soon 
add to their long list of popularly scientific publi¬ 
cations. The first part discusses the several kinds 
of proof clearly and effectively, and compares the 
leading features of these two most remarkable sci¬ 
ences ; the second reviews Darwin and Buckle with 
some severity, objecting chiefly to the implied athe¬ 
ism of the Darwinian philosophy; the third essay 
summarizes historically “ progress and civiliza¬ 
tion.” A curious fact as to this book is that it 
was written “ by word of mouth,” the decay of the 
author’s eyesight having compelled him to dictate 
to a short-hand amanuensis. 

Spurgeon’s Sermons are of such popularity in 
this country that a ninth series is called for by the 
public, and will be supplied by Sheldon & Co. on 
Saturday, or early next week. It contains twenty- 
eight new sermons by this greatest of Baptist 
preachers, revised and corrected by him, and fur¬ 
nished with explanatory notes. Mr. Spurgeon has 
now published above a thousand sermons in week¬ 
ly issue, and his popularity and wide effectiveness 
are yet unabated, not only among those of his own 
denomination, but among all Christians. The 
characteristics of these discourses are earnestness, 
vigor, zeal, and old-fashioned faith—for Mr. Spur¬ 
geon is no seeker after new things. Those of this 
ninth series are on general Gospel topics, of univer- 
versal application. 

Faijeon’s “ Grif.” —The Harpers will publish, 
as No. 374 in the Library of Select Novels, B. L. 
Farjeon’s story of Australian life, “Grif.” This 
was the story which first drew' the attention of the 


reading public to the rising young novelist, called 
“ the successor of Dickens,” and w r on for him a 
great part of his present high reputation. It is a 
remarkably close, real, effective study of low life in 
that colony, where the author resided in earlier 
years. It may be compared to the works both of 
Dickens and Bret Harte, the one for its odd char¬ 
acterization, the other for its not dissimilar field 
of action. Harper & Bros, are now in direct rela¬ 
tions with Mr. Farjeon, and publish in America all 
his books. 

Talmage’s Sermons—Harper & Brothers are to 
be the publishers of a new volume of sermons, by 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, preached in the Brook¬ 
lyn Tabernacle, now nearly ready. As the pub¬ 
lishers’ advertisement to this work says: “Now 
the congregation of readers outnumbers that of 
hearers a thousandfold. Whitefield and Wesley- 
preached to audiences of a few hundred ; to-day, if 
living, they w'ould preach through the telegraph and 
the press to millions.” Mr. Talmage addresses 
thousands in his great Tabernacle, but tens of 
thousands through his books. This volume con¬ 
tains thirty-three selected sermons, including that 
on the Tabernacle Free College, that preached at 
the rededication of the enlarged edifice, his Thanks¬ 
giving-day sermon, that on the burning of Chicago, 
and others on varied subjects, in his lucid, resound¬ 
ing style. A view of the interior of the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle is given in a frontispiece.
